“SUI AN” PIRACY. 


Money the Pirates Did 
Not Get. 


There Bas been no fresh deve- 
lopment in connection with the 
Sun An piracy, except’ that our 
correspondent at'Canton reports 
that several Europeans, pre- 
sumably officials from Hong- 
koog and, the —s— British 
Consolate General and police 
officers who arrived from Hong- 
kong, have interviewed the Civil 
Governor, Mr. Chan Chik-yue, 
for the purpose of securing the 
co-operation of the Canton 
authorities in the punitive 
expedition bs the fleet of gunboats 
from Hongkong dod Macac 
asainst the pirates. 


An interesting incident’ which 
is worth recording in connection 
with the piracy is that a sum of 
nearly 8 lakh was being trans- 
mitted be the Banco Ultramarino 
to the Hongkong and Shang: 
hai Banking Corporation, but 
instead of having it conveyed by 
the Sui An the money was taken 
aboard the ss. Choen Chow. 
It is believed fin some 
quarters. that the | pirates 
knew of the, intention to 
despatch this money to Hongkong, 
that they believed it would be 
shipped by the, Sui An as 
usual, and that this accounts 
for their presence on the 
ship. Whether this is.the cade 
or not, the Bank concerned must 
court itself fortunate that the’ 
money did not fall into the pirates” 
hands. “The robbers may be 
clever, but they were not clever 
encugh,” said one banker whom 
a Tetenraph., reporter interviewed 
this morning. “They did not 
discover ‘thet e departure 
was in this case being 
made from the usual practice, 
and that instead of sending it by 
the day boat the money Was sent 
by the evening boat.” Whatever 
knowledge the pirates might 
have possessed of the shipping 
trom Macao of the sum, the fact 
conld not but give them thel? 
greates: chagrin, that, by a stroke 
of Iuck, they missed a much 
larger hsul than could possibly 
hava been obtained from the pro- 
perty of passengers and cargo 
aboard the Sui An. 


The work of tracking down the 
tobbers should be considerably 
facilitated by the presence of 
identification marks on the 
articles stolen. The knives and 
plates taken fromthe Sui An bear 
the Company's mark, and some 
of these will doubtless be 
recovered sooner or later, 
In addition many of the passenz- 
ers were able to help consider- 
ably in the dascription of the 
stolen articles and & complete list 
of these has been forwarded to 
Canton under the care of a police 
officer. 


Owing to indisposition, Sir 
Robert Ho Tuog, who usually 
goes to Macao every week-end, 
did not make the visit this time 
and consequently he was not on 
the Sui An when the piracy took 
place, a fortunate circumstance 
upon which » Sir Robert is 
doubtless now congratulating 
himself. 7

The. “Namoa” ‘Tragedy 
"" ” Recalled. 


. The pirsting of the Sui Ao re- 
calla avather terrible outrage on 
a Jocal steamer. even more 
rations, which took place some 
thirty-two years ago. In this 
case. the victim was the 9.3. 
Namoa, belonging to the Douglas 
Steamship Company, which in 
those days carried passengers 
between Hongkong and Swatow, 


The Namoa left Hongkong on 
the moraing of Dec. 10ch 1890, 
carrying’ five saloon and two 
hundred and twenty deck passen- 
gers, chiefly returned emirrants 
from the States and the Straits 
Settlements. 


The vessel was passing Ping 
Foj Island. The Captain and the 
passengers were down in the 
saloon at tiffin, chatting merrily 
and all in excellent spirits, little 
tbinking of the troubles in store 
for them. All of » sudden thay 
were startled ta see a number of 
men. dressed not unlike Chinese 
soldiers and armed with éut- 
lasses and revolvers, peering down 
at them through the skylight 
One of the ruffiaus spoke to 
Captain Pocock, who got up from 
the table and walked towards 
the door. The uofottunate man 
had bardly reached the deck 
however, when one of the pirates 
brutally fired at bim point-blank. 
The bullet struck the Captair in 
the rigbt breast. He staggered 
into the stateroom and, with the 
blood gushieg ont of his. wound, 
sank to his + where 
he expired within half an 
bour. — : 

During this time other’ pirates 
bad been attacking the engineer's 
aod officers’ quartersand another 
gang attacked the third officer, 
Mr. Endy, on the bridge. He 
jumped from the bridge and made 
his escape to the engine room 
where, with the third ongiceer 
and second officer, he hid himsel 
under the boilers. 


The whole of the passengers 
were then tounded up by the 
pirates end made to crowd into 
tte Captain's stateroom. Even 
the officers in hiding were found 
and made to join the others. 
Wher everybody was tucked in- 
side the cabin,'tha door was nail- 
ed up and windows closed, four 
pirates mounting guard over the 
door and occasionally throsting 
cutlass through the venetian sbut- 
ters. A passenger named Peter- 
sen Had been killed on deck 
previously. 


The pirates proceeded to take 
complete charge of the sbip, the 
firemen being forced to keep steam 
on and the seamen forced to assist 
in the work of ransacking the 
passengers’ luggage. The ship 
was stripped of every valuable. 
Daring the work of looting, the 
boat had been steered out to sea, 
all the lights being extinguished. 
After they had mede sure that all 
obtainable bad been secured, the 
pirates stedred the baat back to 
the point where they fired their 
first shots and were there met 
by six. junks, according tO o 
pre-arranged plan. The firemen 
were ordered to draw the fires, 
all the steam was blown off, 
navigation lights were thrown 
overboard and the pirates then 
departed, after baving had a foast 
‘toff the .ship’s provisions... The 
[ship was quitted at nice o'clock 
and soon afberwards the pas- 
seogers in the Captain's cabin 
managed to break down the door 
and so free themselves of their 
stifling prison. The ship was 
made ready again and arrived in 
Hongkong: at eight o'clock the 
next morsing. The value of the 
property stolen was $55,000, 


Later, there wereseveral arzpsta 
made on suspicion but none of the 
men arrested in Hongkong were 
proved tobe guilty. The Chinese 
authorities, bewever, had their 
own way of dealing with ‘things, 
end sometime [ater six -men, 


ba| arrested in China in ‘connection 
with the piracy, were executed

One of the 
men executed :was Lai A Taat, 
whose name ‘bad ‘long been a 
terror both on Iand snd sea.'

The rickeha coolies usually live 
in large boarding houses managed 
by 8 head coolie who charges 
each $1.50 a month rent for a bed. 
A coolie spends 30 cants.and up- 
ward a day for meals. The. in- ~ 
come of a rickshs coulie is about 
$3.10 a day. After -paying 
for his board and -lodging 
and ricksha rent, he has some 


50 cents left to pay fines and - 
_Jextra charges for damage some- 


times done to his vehicle. 


Less than 30 per cent of the

MODERN STAINED GLASS. 


= “ 
As Beautiful As of Old, 


It is rather the fashion fo wax 
eloquent over the beauty and 
technica! merits of ancient 
steined glass, with disdainful 
reflections on modern work. But 
thatiss belated attitude which 
has been uncritically carried over 
from mid-Victorian period, wri 
a correspondent to the Wanchester 
+Guardian. No one would deny 
that the ancient craftsmen io 
stained glass were masters of. 
technique, handling their 
materialsina way that was ab 
once natural-aod charming. 


The quality of the glass wasex- 


cellent, especially as regards the 
purity and sparkling brilliance of 
cettain of the colours, among 
them. the reds, blues, and yellows, 
but something of that brilliance 
is no doubt dte to the chemical - 
effect of light on the pigments 
through along course of years. 
On the other band, some of the 
old glass soon showed signs of 


pitting and darkéning of the tints. . 


There can be no question that 


research and practical ‘efforts in’ -- - 


the glass manufactories towards 
the end of last century resoued 
the att from a period of eclipse. 
I'The glass was improved, and so 
were the methods of colouring 
glass and also staining the white 
giass. And while the artistic 
limits of the materisl worked in 
wore not overlooked, the affected 


overlesding which characterised . 


the work turned out in days: of 
decadence was abandoned. It 
was recognised that the march of 
prograss in glass manufactare 
made it possible and natural to
